On this point it isuseloBa to deny tbat 
there exists a very general feeling of 
diaappointment throogbout Ibecoaotry. 
gball it be concluded,QB many psrsoDB 
OODtendi that Ee°ponsiblo Govei-nnaent 
baa not proved to be what its advoca- 
tes represented it ? Certainly not. 
Ouly give it fair play and it will prove 
to bo all that itsfrienda represented it 
— it will accompliah all they ever prom- 
iaed. We will give tho present Qov- 
eroment credit fer being actuated by a 
iincere desire to reduce the expense of 
condooUcg the (Sovernment to the 
lowest point compatible with eecuriiy 
and efficiency. We will even give them 
credit for believing thai they have been 
Euooeasfal in cnttlng doTi n the ezpendiu 
tnre to that poiiit to go beyond which 
it would be penny wise and pound 
foolish.
